The new termi- 
nal will allow airport capacity to 
rise from its current level of 14 mil- 
lion (1989) to 20 million passengers 
per year by the end of the decade. 

“Terminal 1 is already saturated,” 
says Dr. “The annual 
throughput now is already in excess 
of what it was designed for. If we 
don’t have Terminal I up quickly 
we will be no different from many 
of the airports around the world 
that have very serious congestion. 
Without Terminal IT there would be 
a limit to growth.”
